The 
Director is violently opposed to doing this and hae t&kan 
the position that it will just give GARRISON an opportunity 
to dump his fiasco on the FBI, 



2) The Director was particularly aggravated at 
GARRISON'S corrment to the affect that five men in hi* office 
did more in three months than 5,000 federal investigators 
did in three years. He inquirsd of MALLEY as to number off 
Agents New Orleans had on assassination special. MALLEY told 
him 30. He ashed that I ascertain the number actually «»®d 
and that I call him at the first opportunity.
